It is merely 
a heterogeneous compound of armr 
which no common tie unites, Its com 
manders are incapable, from the high 
est to the lowest in rank. It is an army 
which is drilled merely for at on 
level ground, and badly drilled at that 
Its cavalry is valuoloss, ite infantry ir 
wholly ignorant of the exigencies of 
modern warfare, In short, the English 
troops are only [esp for fighting sav 
ages, or intervening in Afg' n or 
Tibet.’’ 

This opinion is not shared, however 
by somo neb observers, Lieutenant 
Colonel Rousset, of the French cavalry. 
who also witnessed the manoenvres of 
the English forces this autumn, com 
pares favorably the British with Ger 
man soldiers, and we read in the Li 
berte iw 

‘(At Salisbury and at Aldershot I 
have seen sturdy battalions, cavalry 
strong and formidable, artillery swift 
and adroit, all of them commanded by 
officers keenly interested in their work 
which they appeared to me fully to un 
derstand, I venture to say that so far 
from failing through lack of initiative 
the British troops of the regular army 
manifest an rips by 2s and an agility 
greater than is to found in the Ger 
mans, a8 far as holding their ground ir 
concerned, And how could it be other 
wise? Almost half of this army resides 
permanently in camp. The camp at Al 
dershot of itself contains almost a third 
of the British forces, namely, five bri 
gades of infantry and one of cavalry 
General Langlois has declared that ne 
army in the world has better facilities 
for training. If the English army knows 
how to avail itself of these advantager 
it is likely to turn out the best trained 
army in Europe. It is well known 
moreover, that in the last manoeuvres 
the British regulars have shown a mark 
ed improvement in drill and tactics.’’

THE U.S.A. PENSION SCANDAL 
NE of the great scandals of the 
United States is its pension sean- 

dal, under which, half a a 
after its civil war, the country is eta 
paying $150,000,00 a year for pensions 


to those who are alleged to be entitled 
to them cor serve towers Oy Cheng 


or their relatives in the Civil War. 

‘*A year after the cessation of hos 
tilities the government was payi 
fifteen millions of dollars to disal 
soldiers, their widows and orphans and 
other dependante,’’ says the World's 
work, ‘‘In 1874 the pension bill reaoh- 
ed thirty-one millions, In January 
1879, there was passed a law giving full 
arrears to all entitled to pensions, Ia 
two years the bill bounded from twenty 


eight up to fifty-eight millions, The 
bill was up to 156 millions in 1907. 

‘*In 1908 Congress extended pensions 
to widows of ninety-day men without 
regard to their pecuniary need, The 
bill soon rose to 165 millions. Ne ea 
couraging legislation having been en 
acted in 190%, natural causes will bring 
the pension expenditure this year down 
to 157 millions ($155,000,000 with at 
least $2,000,000 additional for runnin 
expenses of the bureau); but in the last 
Congress more daring legislation was 
proposed, and all the machinery of the 
pension organization and all the Grand 
Army influence have been set at work 
to secure from the next session Jaws 
that will push the pension bill up to 
heights never before dreamed of,’’ 

‘“‘In a time of profound civil peace, 
full half a century after its existence 
was last tareatened, the United States 
Government is laying upon every man, 
woman and child in the land a tax of

$2 a year to pay military pensions, 
is handing over to a 


(consisting of a million men and womens 
once for a short time directly or in 
directly eonnected with the army a sum 
which would in one year pay the ex 


penses of the entire military and naval 
establishments of Japan for three yeare 
and a half; which, another year, would 


support the whole British navy—the 
largest in the world; which, another 
year, would buy the Argentine wheat 


crop and leave enough money to pay, 
the next year, the bills of the German 
army—-the biggest in the world; which 
another year, would pay the sum total 
of the cost of the government of Bel 
gium—the most patriarchal in the

in Chambers’s Journal), which is 
prs pen to take place at dawn, the cor- 
rect time may be anything between five 
and six o'clock a.m As soon as muster 
is over the superintendent ‘‘makes’’ it 
six, and his own watch and the factory 
elock are set accordingly, Thus the horo- 
logy of an estate goes on untrammelled 
y Greenwich or even the nearest sta: 
tion clock—an independence which oc 
easionally leads to disappointment en- 
tailed by the losa of a train. 

This morning in question, after the 
heavy rain a t night, the air 
has an indescribable freshness. y 
bungalow stands at an elevation of 
some three thousand feet, and com- 
mands an extensive view stretching for 
miles of the low country, at this hour 
covered, as though by a ‘pillowy table- 

h, with a dense curtain of white 
cloud, As I reach the barbecue of the 
factory most of the eoolies are already 
mustered in rows; a few stragglers are 
still hastening up, urged to greater eel- 
erity by the fluent and in many in- 
stances unprintable admonitions of the 
‘‘kanganies’’—native overseers and 
head of a gang of coolies. By virtue 
of his office, extra pay, and responsibili- 
ty, the ‘‘kangany’’ in theory is of the 
greatest assistance in the management 
of an estate. In practice he is ever 
loquacious and noisily conscientious—in 
the superintendent's presence. 

Attendance at muster is not an at- 
tractive duty. The coolies, eold and 
shivering, wrapped in their dark ‘‘cam- 
belis,’’ and bearing the unmistakable 
air of having just got up, present a very 
different spectacle from the brightly 
elad, chattering throng which may be 
geen an hour or so later when the sun 
has increased in power and correspond- 
ingly raised their spirits and vitality. 
A few orders are briefly given, and the 
eoolies move off to their appointed 
tasks, amidst vociferous shouts and ex- 
hortations touching the sin of procras- 
tination on the part of their ‘‘kangan- 
ies,’’ who in the superintendent’s pre 
gence snow a comendable, if noisy, zeal 
for vicarious labor on the part of their 
charges. 

Next I proceed to the factory. Some 
men pride themselves on the seientific 
supervision they devote to the manu- 
facture of tea; others laud the skill of 
their native tea-maker, with whose 

dgment, it is whispered, they rarely 
nterfere. In this instance it would be 
invidious to record from the writer’s 
own experience which method yields the 
best results and the highest prices, As 
ee much misconception seems to exist 
as to the method of making tea, even 
among shareholders in tea companies, 
at the risk of being prolix, it may be 
well ig to describe the process. 

When the freeh groen leaves are 
brought in from the field they are first 
spread on shelves of jute hesian or wire 
ao that they may wither. The period 
of drying depends upon the state of the 
atmosphere, and in wet weather an arti- 

trrmirrent-of warm air is, if feasible, 

into use. Bighteen hours may 
roughly be taken as an average time 
in which the green leaf should be al- 
lowed to wither. Next, in order to ex- 
tract the moisture, the tea is rolled in 

erful machines whiea can put pres- 
gure to any desired extent on the green 
leaf. After the leaf has issned from 
the roller in sticky, yellowish lumps it 
is spread out and allowed to ferment. 
Then the leaf is hastily run through a 
dessicator, or furnace of hot air, after 
which the spongy, copper-colored mass 
comes out, dry and brittle, in the form 
in which we recognize tea in the eani- 
ater at home. In this state it is sifted 
by a revolving cylindrical machine con- 
sisting of wire meshes of different sizes. 
The tea is thrown in at the top, where 
a cutter meets it, then it is revolved 
quickly in the cylinder, and is ejected 
in its different grades, according to the 
size of the meshes through which it has 
been passed. The minute meshes eject 
fawnings or dust; the next in size give 
the highly priced broken orange pekoe; 
then come, ever increasing in bulk, 
broken pekoe, pekoe, and finally the 
coarse aud stalky pekoe souchong. 

Of course, different estates have their 
distinctive methods of sifting, grading, 
and labelling their tea, But, although 
small leaves and buds plucked green 
will invariably make the highest grade 
tea, it is an error to suppose, as it is 
gaid one worthy board of directors of 
tea-estates did fondly imagine, that the 
tea bushes thomselves can be made to 
grow a particular grade of tea, ‘‘As we 
obeerve that broken orange pekoe in 
variably commands the highest price, 
we would recommend that all the new 
clearings be planted exclusively with 
broken orange tea-plants,’’ these Solons 
in England are reported to have written 
to a bewildered tea-planter in their em- 
ployment! To sum wp Pluck the buds 
and small leaves only, and you make 
good tea of the best quality, but lose in 
yield of crop. Pluck liberally of the 
leaves, fine and coarse, and you will 
got « greater amount of pounds per 
acre, but your prices will suffer, In any 
ease, the tea sifter, not the bushes them 
selves, is the final arbitrator as to how 
your tea shall be graded. 

But this is a digression. My inspec: 
tion of the factory is soon over, and in 
a few minutes I am seated in my din- 
img-room, fully oceupied with ‘‘early 
tea’'’—-a repast consisting of eggs, cold 
ham, home-grown and home-made tea, 
with toast, marmalade, and fruit, 

The meal over, [ light my pipe and 
proceed to the cffice, outside the open 
windows of which some coolies are sta 
tioned, Their demands have a certain 
sameness, and eonsist of a desire to ob 
tain a trifling advance of their pay or 
else a request for ‘‘maranthu,’’ or medi 
cine, The drugs most in use are chloro 
dyne and quinine, though ecastor-oil is 
perhaps the most popular, for the Tamil 
coolic betrays an almost unnatural zest 
for that nauseous bogey of old-fashion 
ed nursery days, A certain amount of 
eare must be exereised in preseribing 
medicine, and strict personal supervis-

ion in dispensing the drugs is advisable. 
The narrowest I myself ever had 
of doing a follow-being to death, and 
in an exeruciatingly painful manner 
was one morning when in a hurry it 
ordered my kitchen coclie to give a 
man twenty drops ot laudanum, The 
kitcken coolie was, of course, sagacit 
personified, and understood all about the 
medicine needed, Fortunately for ev- 
erybody concerned, some misgiving seiz- 

me, and [ turned back and entered 
the back veranda of the bungalow just 
in time to prevent the ailing Tamil 
from drinking off a concoction of can- 
tharides which kept for blistering 
dogs in the event of sunstroke! 


This morning the cases of sickness 
are simple and soon dealt with. One or 
two coolies are hale and hearty, and, 
evidently thinking that time must hang 
heavy on the superintendent’s hands, 
have station’ themselves at the office 
window solely in order to talk, air their 

rievances, and expatiate on those little 
euds which at all times and in all 
countries enliven the existence of a 
rural and agricultural population. 

‘*Nan parkritha’’ or ‘*Nalaki va’! 
are of inestimable use in the planter’s 
vocabulary, Translated literally, they 
mean ‘‘i’ll look into the matter’’ and 
‘“‘Come to-morrow.’’ These phrases 
never fail to bring comfort, and by the 
next day the litigant very probably has 
forgotten all about his grievance, On 
this occasion [ waste but little time; 
and, dismissing the loquacious coolies 
with the su ion that they should 
settle their disputes among themselves, 
I mount my horse and start off to ride 
to the highest point of the estate. The 
two bungalow dogs, fox-terriers and 
mother and daughter, both somewhat 
leggy and with a far-off trace of harrier 
abont them, joyfully accompany me. 


In spite of incidental delays, the sun 
is not yet so powerful as to be unpleas- 
ant, and in any case, after a mile or 
so of winding through the tea, the path 
strikes into jungle, at this point par- 
tially cleared so as to allow of carda- 
mom cultivation. For tais spice, 80 use- 
ful in flavoring and medicinal purposes, 
demands shade, and is always grown in 
jungle-land. : 

By-and-by the cardamoms are left be- 
hind, and we enter the jungie proper, a 
sombre forest of huge trees, with a 
dense undergrowth on either side of the 
path. The terriers have been roaming 
at will, but never very far off. Now, 
however, the horsekeeper, who has kept 
pace with me, exclaims excitedly, 
‘* Ayah, pandi!’’ (‘‘Sir, a pig!’’) And 
Sure @nough, from the thick wunder- 
growth come unmistakable porcine 
grunts, while both dogs, who have rush- 
ed in eagerly, emerge somewhat precipi- 
tously and shamefaced. One, indeed, is 
plastered with red earth, and a crash 
proclaims that the sow--such it must 
soho be, rr efageavns| would have 
8 8 ground an ibly ripped u 
the gertine- bad. iptranted fs apn 4 
farther fastnesa, Before emerging into 
the open the doge put up a jungle-fowl, 
which, rising with all the pomp and self- 
importance of a cock-pheasant, causes 
my horse to dance a gavotte prepara- 
tory to attempting to bolt, a feat for 
which bis snaffe mouth and indolent dis- 
position eminently unfit him, A burst 
of a couple of hundred yards restores 
my steed’s equanimity, and my panting 
horse-kosper, ever zealous to impart in- 
formation, pointa out the fresh traces 
of an elephant, This again causes the 
horse some alarm, as, in common with 
so many of his kind, he has a uve 
unreasoning horror of ‘‘the huge, earth- 
shaking beast.’’ 

However, the elephant in question is 
a harmless one. Indeed, he onee took 
part in temple processions and was fa- 
vored of the Buddhist priests. But a 
life of pomp and ceremony did not suit 
him, One fine day he escaped; all efforts 
to eapture him were futile, and for years 
this elephant has been leading a nomad- 
ic and solitary existence in the thick 
fringes of jungle bordering a succession 
of tea-estates, 

At length the path suddenly issues 
from the jungle, and we are once again 
among tea, and at an elevation of close 
on five thousand feet, The air is fresh 
and invigorating, and the coolies on 
this little isolated tea-estate keep singu 
larly free from fever, dysentery and the 
other ills to whieh Tamil flesh is so sus- 
ceptible, 

The estate ie worked by a Tamil con- 
ductor, and a visit from the superintend- 
ent is only considered necessary about 
once a week, The kangany welcomes 
me, not so much from a feeling of es 
teem or affeetion as for the reason that 
he wishes an advance or pay, and is also 
anxious that I should undertake to send 
his watch to a Huropean shop in Kandy 
to have the works of that long-suffering 
instrument adjusted. The question of 
the wateh is submitted owing to my sug 
gestion that the ecolies up here seem 
to muster later and knock off work ear- 
lier than they do on the larger estate 
below, I also improve the occasion by 
indicating a few weeds in the tea, and 
this leads to yoluble explanation and 
an assurance that extra coolies will be 
put on to weed, for every acre of a tea- 
estate should in theory ve kept as clean 
as the flower-beds of a well-ordered gar 
den, 

With the exception of a few weeds 
here and there the place looks in good 
order, and the work appears satisfac- 
tory. And #0, tempted by the fineness 
of the morning, and the glorious panor 
ama streiching beneath me, where in 
the clear atmosphere the temple dagobas 
of a ruined city some seventy miles dis- 
tant ean be discerned with the naked 
eye, I determine today for the first time 
to reach the highest peak of the moun- 
tain on whose lower slopes the tea is 
planted; and once more I strike into the 
jungle. The path, through long disuse, 
is difficult to find, and | take the pre 
caution—somewhat intermittently, it 
must be confessed—to blaze the trees 
with my pruning-knife so that I may 
have something to guide me on my 
homeward journey. 

The undergrowth becomes very thick, 
and after a bit my knife is used in order 
to cut a way and facilitate progress. 
Finally Ll emerge into a comparatively 
clear wpuce studded with dwarf trees, 
only to find that another jungle iuter- 
venes between me and the summit. 
‘*This is very pleasant, but it is not

Somewhat intolerant of the absurd 
predicament, I climb a tree, and below 
me I see the Beulah of my search, a 
clear space of open tea belonging to a 
neighboring tea-estate, and in the dis- 
tance my own factory, coolies’ lines and 
bungalow looking very much like carved 
Swiss toys, I have missed the point at 
which I entered, and have come half- 
way down a long, narrow strip of 


Y | jungle; bot at any rate I have not been 


going around in a circle, A minute or 
two later I strike a stream furtivel 
trickling its way down the slopes, Fol- 
lowing this, I soon emerge into the open, 
and in a short time, after visiting the 
factory where the leaf plucked in the 
morning is being spread out to wither, 
I am once again in my own bungalow, 
very tired, very hot, and inordinately 
thirsty. 

At twelve I sit down to a solid meal 
of bacon and eggs, brinjal cutlets, beef- 
steak, cold meat and salad, ending with 
the invariable curry and rice, and wash- 
ed down by beer, whisky-and-soda, tea, 
or fresh-equeezed lime juice and soda, 
as inclination or prudence may sug; 
Then an adjournment to a long chair 
in the verandah follows; and after a 
comfortable rest or siesta, by two 
o'clock I am ready ly for the field, 

This time my direction lies downhill; 
80, telling the horse-keeper to meet me 
at four o'clock, and leaving the terriers 
behind, I take the short-cut through the 
tea, and am soon at the bottom of the 
estate, where the pluckers, ges and 
manurers are all at work in adjacent 
fields, There is a certain thonotony about 
the appearance of growing tea, which 
looks from a distance like vast acres of 
gooseberry bushes planted methodically 
in rows, Here, however, the elevation 
is only some two thousand feet, and we 
are in the vicinity of rice-fields, bam- 
boos, and other signs of tropical vege- 
tation, in startling contrast to the dark 
growth of the higher reaches; while in 
place of the dusky minas which flitted 
about the jungle, flocks of gaudy-color- 
ed, noisy parrots and brilliant golden 
orioles are to be seen, 

After spending some time with the 
men who are pruning and forking-in 
manure, I go on to the pluckers, These 
are divided into two gangs. The old 
women and children are| plucking tea 
which is two years trom pruning, and 
consequently again ready for the kuife. 
Little time need be wasted in the super- 
vision of tnis gang, as they can be left 
to strip the bushes as ruthlessly as they 
choose. In the next field, however, 
where the tea is coming into bearing 
after pruning, great care must be taken 
in the plucking. The gang employed 
on this task is a select one, consisting 
of a few smart boys and several young 
and in ecme instances good-looking girls, 
These young women earn good pay, and 
ean afford to wear clean and sho 
clothes, and adorn themselves wit 
much native jawelry. A tendeney to 
almost eoquettish frivolity is noticeable 
among them; but they are good workers, 
and can pluck an astonishing quantity 
of pounds of leaf per day.

The leaf is duly inspected and weigh 
ed, a little tea-tasting follows, a final 
look arcund the factory, and I am pre 
paring to go back to the bungalow, when 
a cheery ‘‘Coo-ey!’’ and a clattering of 
hoofs in the barbecue warns me of the 
arrival of a durai (literally ‘‘master,’’ 
corresponds to the ‘‘sahib’’ of India). 
This proves to be my nearest neighbor, 
a Seoteaman and a genial soul, who looks 
on me, as & new-comer to the district, 
in the light of one to be cultivated, 
perhaps in a friendly manner almost 
patronized, by the older residenters, In 
stinctively I think of the late Mr, Mur 


ray’s lines in his delightful volume of | 


poetry, The Searlet Gown: 


His name is Alexander Bell, 
His home Dundee; 

I do not know him quite so well 
As he knows me. 


Bell, who is effusive in his greetings, 
is armed with a double-barrelled gun, 
and I suddenly remember that he had 
volunteered to come over and shoot 
hares with me this evening. After re- 
turning to the bungalow and offering 
Bell some light refreshment, which he 
at first protestingly refuses and then 
coyly saccopta, in the form of a large 
whisky and-soda, I call for the dog-boy. 
The bungalow terriers are coupled; 
three more couples of beagle-terriers, 
which, with an imported beagle and a 
cross-bred harrier, make up the bobbery 
pack, are in waiting for us; and off we 
start. 

T have no intention of giving a detail- 
ed account of our sport. Suffice it to 
say that, after drawing blank two patch- 
es of serub, the pack in full ery, show- 
ing a levity due to want of work, to the 
unqualified disgust of Bell, get on to the 
scent of a pariah cur that has come out 
to see the .un. Nor can they be called 
back, in spite of weird but vigorous 
tootings om the part of Bell, who is car- 
rying the horn, And not until they 
have run their quarry to earth in a set 
of coolie lines about a mile distant, 
where, although unmolested, pariah-like 
he lay cringing on his back, do the ex 
uberant pack return, quite unawed b 
the severe rebukes of the somewhat of- 
ficious Bell. 

This time they are put into a likely 
picee of marna grass, a burst of music 
follows, and a hare is soon bolted and 
raced vigcrously up and down the lines 
of tea, Finally she pops out in the 
open, and is accounted for by Bell's 
unerring aim, Another pateh of serub 
is drawn, and again, after a pretty hunt, 
Bell has the satisfaction of bagging hia 
hare with a long second-barrel shot. 

And now the sun is sinking, the tree- 
frogs begin to herald the swiftly ap- 
proaching darkness, and, the dogs hav- 
ing been coupled, we turn for home and 
reach the bungalow as darkness falls, 

Hot baths are quickly provided, and 
soon two hungry men are sitting com 
fortably, if unconventionally clad ac- 
eording to English standard, in clean 
pyjamas, and thoroughly enjoying the 
efforts of the Cingalese cook to provide, 
with the materials at his command, a 
good dinner. 

At an early hour we go to bed, for 


still garrvlous as « brook, makes 
a point of being back next morning at 
his factory for muster, and this en- 
tail early tea by lamplight at about 5 
a.m, Hospitality hus ever been the key- 
note of a planter’s life, and before re- 
tiring Bell has trysted me to dine and 
yo the night with him at an earl 
ate next week. And thus ends—al- 
beit perhaps somewhat minimizing the 
rough and enlarging on the smooth— 
what IT think may be taken as a fair 
example of a day of my life on a ten- 
estate; a day chosen at random from 
apn experience, and one in which 
he social side has been given due prom 
inence, for neighbors do not always drop 
in as auspiciously as Bell did; a day 
eghe chiefly in the open and beueath 
the sky, and in a country of which it 
asst truthfully be said that 
‘or & man with pride and an empty 
purse,

‘rance has a regular army of 550,000 
men and an organized reserve of 1,500,- 
000, half of which drill as much as the 
National Guardsmen in the States. 

Russia’s standing army is 1,200,000 
men and the Russian organised reserve 
is placed at 3,300,000 men, but this 
is based on men who have been in the 
service or belonged to the provincial 
organizations. 

apan has a standing army of 225,000 
men and a reserve of 1,275,000 men, The 
majority of the regular army are season- 
ed veterans who fought in the war with 
Russia, and many of the reserves were 
in the war. 

Taken as a whole, the armies of Japan 
are recognized as the greatest fighting 
machines in the world. 

As compared with the standing armies 
and trained reserves of European coun 
tries, with comparatively small coasts 
and frontiers to defend, the United 
States ia very low in tho list. The max- 
imum foree of the regular American 
army, se fixed by law, is 100,000. The 
report of the War College for last year 
showed 4,029 officers, of which 219 were 
militia doctors assigned to the regular 
army from the Medical Reserve Corps, 
and 87,782 men. 

The total American trained force, of- 
ficers and men, is 210,737, leaving un- 
trained material between the ages of 
eighteen and forty-five, that is eonsider- 
ed the second line, 14,969,443.

This represents a great aggregate of 
newspaper space, The leading editors 
of London have been called as witnesses 
in regard to the advisability of pub 
lishing sueh newsmatter in the press, 
and we have observed that while such 
journalists as the editor of the Spec- 
tator express a desire to see all divorce 
news denied to the press, those who 
edit newspapers—like Mr, Gwynne of 
the tandard—say that the publication 
of the news has a deterrent effect on 
divoree, and that the press would resent 
any system by which the court should 
undertake to deny to the press access 
to the courts and the right to report the 
news according to editorial judgment. 

However, the fact stands that in 
Canada we have very few divorces, 
and the ordinary reader of the news 
papers searcely sees a case mentioned 
from one year’s end to the other. 


USEFUL HINTS 


AHOGANY or any other colored 
wood may be darkened by polish- 
ing with cola drawn linseed oil.
